L ater he was rearrested 
on a charge of assau lt with in ten t to 
kill, but was released on $500 
bond 
for a hearing la st night. 
A fter the death of Mr. B rains, Cox 
w as rearraigned and lodged in the jail 
a t W ashingtonville. C oroner S traughn 
arrived th ere about noon yesterday to 
hold an inquest, and a postm ortem ex­ 
am ination was m ade by th ree physi­ 
cians for the purpose of deerm ining 
th e exact cause of death. 
The crim e was found to have oc­ 
curred in M ahoning county. T he in­ 
qu est lasted until m idnight 
and the 
verd ict is not yet announced. 
The 
autopsy revealed no external evidence 
of violence except tw o m arks on the 
forehead. 
Inside the skull was found 
a fractu re over the eye and an abscess 
on the brain, the la tte r the im m ediate 
cau se of death.

edge of a shovel in the hands of Cox. 
His age being 68 years he was not 
strong 
enough 
to 
withstand 
the 
shock. 
Taro deep cuts were made in his 
scalp, and later developments revealed 
that his injuries were more serious 
than was at first supposed. 
At the 
time of the trouble Cox was arrested 
and fined $10 and costs for disturbing 
the peace. 
Later he was rearrested 
on n charge of assault with Intent to 
kill, but was released on 15OO bond 
for a hearing last night. 
After the death of Mr. Brains. Cox 
was rearraigned and lodged in the jail 
a t Washingtonville. Coroner Straughn 
arrived there about noon yesterday to 
hold an inquest, and a postmortem ex 
amination was made by three phys! 
clans for the purpose of deermining 
the exact cause of death. 
The crime was found to have oc 
curred in Mahoning county. The in 
quest lasted Until midnight 
and the 
verdict is not yet announced. 
The 
autopsy revealed no external evidence 
of violence except two marks on the 
forehead. Inside the skull was found 
a fracture over the eye and an abscess 
on the brain, the latter the immediate 
cause of death.

The recent activity of secret service 
tgeiits in rounding up tile anarchists 
of the United States, getting lists of 
tiieir names and recording their his­ 
tories draws attention to the fact that 
the duties of secret service men are 
many. 
The secret service, however, 
was organized solely with the vie# of 
suppressing the unlawful production 
of United States treasury notes and 
bonds. 
Little by little It became the 
custom for the treasury departm ent to 
"lend” Its men to other departments 
until now they are employed In almost 
every conceivable way ta ferreting out 
offenders against the federal laws. 
On* of the added duties of the secret 
service la caring for the president Near­ 
ly ten years ago, after th# Homestead 
•trikes, a law was passed prohibiting 
th* employment of private detectives by 
•ny branch of the governm ent As a re­ 
sult officers have to be borrowed from 
th* secret service when the president is 
in need of a bodyguard. The first time 
that the service was called on for this 
work was In 181*5, when there were rn 
mors of a plot to capture the Cleveland 
children and bold them for ransom 
There was a threat against the life of 
President Cleveland in case he declined 
to comply with the terms of the con 
splrators or tried to have them cap­ 
tured. At Mrs. Cleveland’s request se­ 
cret service men were a t once assigned 
to guard the president. 
The great business of the secret serv­ 
ice, however. Is the detection of coun­ 
terfeiters end "green goods men.” In 
this work the agents of the service are 
Indefatigable. It is not the usual proc 
tic* to set an agent on the trail of one 
crime and keep bim at it anti! the 
criminal is found or the case given up. 
aa Is so often done by city detective 
forces. On the contrary, each secret 
service man, wherever he may be. is 
practically charged with the capture of 
every criminal in the laud. He is given 
the description of every counterfeiter, 
knows by heart the man’s personal pe-

culiarities and is acquainted to a hair’s 
breadth with the style of his profes­ 
sional work. Years after the crime has 
passed out of the memory of all men 
outside the secret service this agent 
will see a counterfeit bill which in tile 
eyes of the novice might look like any 
other counterfeit bill. The secret serv­ 
ice man. however, will recognize in It 
some peculiarity of the work done by 


this forgotten counterfeiter on the oth­ 
er side of the continent and will know 
that his man Is near him and must be 
run down. 
, Away back In 1884 tom* counterfeit­ 
ing was done In Indiana by a band 
known as "the Driggs gang." The bead 
of It ifas named Jim Goy on. The oth­ 
er member* of th* band were captured, 
but Guyon shot and killed a secret 
service agent and escaped. He bas nev­ 
er been beard of aine*. He has never 
done any more counterfeiting in the 
United State* and It probably in some 
foreign country. 
Bot. although this 
happened seventeen years ago, every 
•ecret service agent In th* United 
State* I* watching for Jim Guyon and 
ha* alway* been watching ever since 
bl* escape. New men have entered the 
service, but Jim Guyon is as well 
known to them as to the old timers, and 
the case la as fresh ta their minds as 
though it had happened last year. 
The present head of the secret service 
Is John E. Wilkie, who was for several 
years a Chicago newspaper man. He 
was appointed In the early part of ISIK* 
and at once began to reorganize the de 
paym ent. 
Every agent’s record wa> 
examined, aud a number of men wen 
dropped. Under the reorganized system 
officers ore severely dealt wit I) foi 
drinking or lying. Whenever possible 
Chief Wilkie endeavors to get men into 
the service who have been thoroughly 
trained in detective work. 
The average age of the present se­ 
cret service officers Is thirty-five years. 
Those who desire to enter the service 
have to undergo a rigorous mental aud 
physical examination conducted person 
ally by the chief of the division. The 
qualifications include a knowledge of 
criminal methods and familiarity with 
che law, as well as the Intellectual abil­ 
ity to discriminate between evidence 
and mere suspicion. 
Each agent, no 
m atter where he la to operate, must be 
recommended by the chief, whose en­ 
deavor it is to divorce polite! from ap 
pointmen!*.

H e Organized a Strike Some Year* 


Ago and Tried to Raise the Price 


of Labor— He Charges Decision to 


Politics— Others Sentenced.

San Juan, P. R., Dec. 13.—Santiago 
Iglesia**, president of the Federation 
of W orkm en of Porto Rico, together 
w ith nine com panions, was tried in 
th e district court of San Ju an on a 
charge of conspiracy. 
Iglesias 
was 
sentenced to three years, four m onths 
and eight days im prisonm ent. Seven 
of his com panions w ere sentenced to 
four m onths’ im prisonm ent, while two 
w ere acquitted of the charge of being 
th e founders of an illegal association 
and conspiracy, in August, of 1900, to 
raise the price of labor in Porto Rico. 
Iglesias, as th e founder of the con- 
epiracy, gets the heaviest sentence. 
T he other m en were m erely his asso­ 
ciates in the crim e. 
U nder Spanish 
law, which is still in force here, per­ 
sons convicted of a crim e have to 
pay the costs. 
The local federation 
of the w orkm en of Porto Rico, which 
Is now part of the Am erican F edera­ 
tion of Labor, under the presidency of 
Sam uel Gompers, has been ordered 
dissolved, as it has i»«en adjudged Il­ 
legal because of this conspiracy. 
Mr. Savage, judge of the d istrict 
court, dissented as to the illegality of 
th e 
local 
federation, 
although he 
agreed th at Iglesias was guilty of a 
conspiracy to raise the price of labor, 
Aug. I, 1900, when the currency of 
P o rto Rico was changed. At th a t tim e 
nearly all toe m erchants and em ploy­ 
e rs here raised their prices from pesos 
to dollars, an 
advance of 40 cents. 
Iglesias did th e sam e, contending he 
only raised- wages in proportion 
to 
■other increases. 
This constitutes the 
conspiracy. 
The Case Appealed. 
T he case has been appealed to the 
suprem e court of Porto Rico, w here 
it will probably be heard in a m onth. 
Pending this appeal Iglesias is a t lib­ 
erty .

naif! to have been seen in New Jersey 
jnpeaJIa to the memory of the old liunt- 
wrs of the Alleghany mountains the 
fact that bunters would no mort* kill a 
w hite deer than commit suicide. 
Aside from the fact that a white deer 
Is regarded na an animal which all 
hunters are In honor bound not to kill, 
the belief has been almoat general that 
the slayer of one of these deer would 
m eet with dire misfortune. 
There are 
bunters Him 
living In 
Clearfield county, Pa* who to this day I 
lid less that the experience of one man 
proves the connection between tile kill­ 
ing of a white deer and calamity. This 
man was Thomas Bronson, who, wit ii 
bis wife and two young sons, lived in 
the Green woods not far from the 
bead of Cold stream. 
Bronson was n 
man of taciturn nature, a daredevil 
who was regarded by other bunters 
as a good fellow to let alone. Ile was 
reckless mid brave, but was not look 
od upon as a good neighbor. 
Early in tile fall of ISOS Bronson, 
while hunting in the vicinity of the 
Knobs, espied a deer whose coat was 
as white as snow, lie was undisturb­ 
ed by what be styled the timid fears 
of silly 
sportsmen. 
Bronson’s 
rifle 
cracked, and the deer, after a few 
apasmodlc leaps, fell to the ground 
with a bullet through its heart, Its 
white skin died red wllh Its blood, 
Bronson dressed the deer, which was 
a tw e n ty -llvt pound doe, and, wrap' 
(ping the meat in the bide, carried It 
ihome. If he gave any thought to the 
tfact that he had slain a white doer, It 
was simply to reflect that the hide 
might briug a high price as a curiosity. 
H e afterw ard remembered that a ra­ 
ven croaked overhead as lie was pass­ 
ing along the woodland road In tile 
dusk of the evening, hut as ravens 
were numerous he paid no heed. 
rSlx weeks afterward Bronson, while 
searching for the den of a pack of 
wolves near the head of Cold stream, 
fell upon a pile of rocks and broke his 
arm . an accident that laid him up some 
weeks, during which he was visited by 
old Jim Morrison, the veteran hunter 
of Rattlesnake run. Jim had heard of 
the killing of the white deer, and he 
was not slow to tell Bronson that he 
had done a most foolish thing. After 
Morrison had departed Bronson got to 
thinking about the matter.

Two fishermen who were on their way 
to Trout run for a fishing expedition 
early In April saw the skeleton of a 
deer lying a few yards from th* path 
upon which they were walking.

of curiosity they investigated and were 
astonished to see some fifteen feet 
away the skeleton of a man.

No amount of 
contradiction and no accumulation of 
pi out that such un accident is un Im­ 
possibility seems to reach the new* 
gatherers, wha go on rejiortiiig tile ex­ 
plosion of gas meters, doubtless tw»- 
cause the firemen have a tradition that 
meters are explosive and give this ex­ 
planation of every Are which they can­ 
not otherwise account for, 
For the reassurance of nervous peo­ 
ple It gives us pleasure to say that no 
gas meter ever exploded since the 
world began, and until they are made 
on very different plans aud contain 
gas of very different composition from 
that now used for Illuminating pur­ 
poses such an accident is uo more like­ 
ly to happen to them than to milk bot­ 
tles or salt bags. 
The domestic gas meter has a more 
or less well deserved reputation for 
habitual mendacity, though as likely 
to lie against the gas company as for 
it; twit It bas never done anything to 
warrant the suspicion that it Is liable 
to go off with a bang. 
It is a tin box 
of a little less than one cubic foot 
capacity, put together with soldered 
seams and japanned. 
Into and through it passes the gas. 
which enters through the service pipe 
connecting the main with the house, 
usually of half an inch diameter, 
it 
has very little capacity for gas storage. ( 
and Is not strong enough to carry gas 
under a greater compression than. say. 
half a pound per square Inch. 
More 
than this would bulge Its sides. 
In 
point of fact the pressure of gas In j 
meters Is rarely more than enough to 
balance a column of water two or three 
inches high. 
lf a gas meter Is exposed to great 
heat from external fire, nothing very 
serious happens. 
The soldered scams 
will probably melt, allowing tile gas 
to escape. 
This gas is uot explosive, 
however. 
It becomes so only when 
mixed with air lo certain definite pro­ 
per* Ions. 
Should this admixture exist in a 
meter, which Is almost Impossible, its 
shell Is not strong enough to offer any 
great resistance, and should an ex­ 
plosion occur by reason of fire reach­ 
ing this admixture of gas and air the 
' meter would be wrecked, but it is 
doubtful of any other damage would 
result. 
Noue bs* beeu wreck ad from 
this cause. 
If the scams of the meter are opened 
by the melting of the solder or by frac­ 
ture from accident, the gas within It 
would escape, and. lf It had the chance, 
burn. Outside the meter It might have 
opportunity to form the explosive mix­ 
ture with air and do some damage. 
What actually happens In the case 
of fires attributed to the explosion of 
gas meters Is usually this: tins which 
bas leaked from defective pipes or 
worked Into the cellar from broken or 
defective street mains accumulates In 
pockets formed by rafters aud else­

of some sort 
A fire starts in the cel­ 
lar and the temperature gradually rises 
until the smoldering rubbish bursts in­ 
to dame.

Washington. Dec. 13.—The 
senate 
agreed to take a vote next Monday 
on the new Hay-Pauncefote treaty for

Isthmus of Panama by the 
United 
States. 
This agreement was reached 
after four hours of debate, sufficiently 
Interesting to insure the constant at­ 
tendance of most of the senators. 
Senator Spooner, who was one of 
the principal speakers, had just con­ 
cluded. when Senator Lodge made an 
effort to secure a vote. 
It develope;! 
there were other senators who desired 
to be heard, the result being that the 
date for the vote was postponed until 
Monday. 
The agreement provided for 
an adjournment of the senate from 
yesterday until 
Monday, and for a 
meeting at l l o’clock of that, day, one 
hour in advance of the usual time. 
The understanding was that as soon 
aa practicable after the senate con 
vene8. Senator .Lodge shall move an 
executive session and that the treaty 
shall have the entire attention of the 
senate until a final vote Is reached 
before the adjournment for that day. 
The principal speakers yesterday, 
besides Senator Spooner, were Sen­ 
ator Money and Senator Foraker. 
The senate committee on isthmian 
canals authorised a favorable report 
upon Senator Morgan’* bill providing 
for the acquisition from Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica of the right of way 
via the Nicaragua 
route. 
Senator 
Morgan later 
presented this report 
to the senate, accompanying the re­ 
turn of the bill, with a volumnious 
report upon the general subject of a 
canal 
across 
the 
isthmus. 
Action

gas meter ever exploded since the 
world began, and until they are made 
on very different plans and contain 
gas of very different composition from 
that now used for illuminating pur­ 
poses such an accident Is no more like­ 
ly to happen to them than to milk bot­ 
tles or salt bags. 
The domestic gas meter has a more 
or less well deserved reputation for 
habitual mendacity, though aa likely 
to lie against the gas company as for 
It; but It baa never done anything to 
warrant the suspicion that it Is liable 
to go off with a bang. 
It Is a tin box 
of a little leas than one cubic foot 
capacity, put together with soldered 
seams and japanned. 
Into and through It passes the gas. 
which enters through the service pipe 
connecting the main with the house, 
usually of half an inch diameter. 
It 
has very little capacity for gas storage, 
and Is not strong enough to carry gas 
under a greater compression than, say, 
half a pound per square Inch. 
More 
than this would bulge Its sides. 
In 
point of fact the pressure of gas In 
meters is rarely more than enough to 
balance a column of water two or three 
Inches high. 
lf a gas meter Is exposed to great 
heat from external fire, nothing very 
serious happens. 
The soldered seams 
will probably melt, allowing the gas 
to escape. 
This gas is not explosive, 
however. 
It becomes so only when 
mixed with air Id certain definite pro- 
portlons. 
Should this admixture exist in a 
meter, which is almost Impossible, Its 
shell is not strong enough to offer any 
great resistance, aud should an ex- I 
plosion occur by reason of fire reach­ 
ing this admixture of gas and air the j 
meter would be wrecked, but It is 
doubtful of any other damage would 
result. 
None bas beeu wrecked from 
this cause. 
If the seams of the meter are opened 
by the melting of the solder or by frac­ 
ture from accident, the gas within it 
would escape, and, lf It bad the chance, 
burn. Outside the meter It might have j 
opportunity to form the explosive mix- j 
ture with air and do some damage. 
W hat actually happens In the case 
of fires attributed to the explosion of 
gas meters is usually this: Gas which j was sentenced 
bits leaked from defective pipes or 
worked Into the cellar from broken or 
defective street mains accumulates In 
pockets formed by rafters aud else­ 
where and remains there until it comes 
In contact with an accidental fire 
of some sort. 
A fire starts in the cel­ 
lar and the temperature gradually rises 
until the smoldering rubbish bursts in­ 
to flame. This reaches the mixture of 
gas and air along the ceiling and an 
explosion foll#vvs. 
The 
meter, 
naturally 
enough, 
is 
thrown down and probably torn from 
Its connections, and the conclusion Is 
reached that, instead of being the vic­ 
tim of the accident, the inoffensive me­ 
ter Is the cause of all the trouble and 
has Indulged its inherent propensity to 
set the house afire after lifting it from 
Its foundations.

STEEL TRUST SECURITIES 


Are Something Which the Administra­ 
tion Would Prefer Not to Handle, 
pending Correspondence, Offer

Washington, Dec. 13.—It transpires 
that the gift of 110,000,080 which An* 
lrew Carnegie tendered to President 
Roosevelt tor the founding of a great 
institution for higher education was 
not an offer of $10,000,000 in cash, 
hut the par value of thut amount in 
bonds of the United States Steel cor­ 
poration. 
The offer of these bonds 
Is embarrassing to the administration, { Allen 
lowing to the 
complications 
which 
might arise if the government accept­ 
ed them, and the president, it ta un* 
: der Mood, is now 
in correspondence 
with Mr. ('arncglo about the matter. 
It is understood to be his desire that 
the bonds be converted Into cash, 
lf 
1 this is done the only obstacle in the 
path of the acceptance of the gener­ 
ous gift of Mr. Carnegie will be re­ 
moved. 
Pending the result of this 
correttpondem e Mr. Carnegie’s offer 
Sis lasing withheld from congress. The 
president has conferred with several 
• prominent senators and 
representa­ 
tives about the matter within the last 
day or two and all concur with him In 
the belief that the acceptance bv the 
govrenment of bonds by the big‘steel 
corporation might subject the admin­ 
istration to criticism aud might prove 
exceedingly embarrassing in the fu­ 
ture. 
It is pointed out. for Instance, that 
in the event of legal proc*-fadings by 
the dc|»artment of justice in connec­ 
tion with the corporation, the holding 
of tho company’s bonds by the gov­ 
ernment might lead to adverse criti­ 
cism.

It is said that the changes In the 
national officers was largely due to 
the opposition to all having political 
aspirations.

In this way we raced over the neck at 
full speed. Just as fast as each man 
appeared the English fired shells at 
the rate of sixty a minute. The fact 
that I am here today speaks volumes 
for the bad shooting of the British. I 
had rather m n the gantlet of a whole 
regiment of them than of ten Boers."
